POLICY JUSTIFICATION
United Arab Emirates (UAE)—Patriot Mis-
sile System and Related Support Equip-
ment

The Government of the United Arab Emir-
ates has requested to buy up to four hundred
fifty-two (452) Patriot Advanced Capability 3
(PAC-3) Missiles Segment Enhanced (MSE).
Also included are tools and test equipment,
support equipment, publications and tech-
nical documentation, personnel training and
training equipment, spare and repair parts,
facility design, U.S. Government and con-
tractor technical, engineering, and logistics
support services, and other related elements
of logistics, sustainment and program sup-
port. The estimated cost is $2.728 billion.

This proposed sale will support the foreign
policy and national security of the United
States by helping to improve the security of
an important ally which has been, and con-
tinues to be, a force for political stability
and economic progress in the Middle East.
This sale is consistent with U.S. initiatives
to provide key allies in the region with mod-
ern systems that will enhance interoper-
ability with U.S. forces and increase secu-
rity.

The proposed sale will enhance the UAE’s
capability to meet current and future air-
craft and missile threats. The UAE will use
the capability as a deterrent to regional
threats and to strengthen its homeland de-
fense. The UAE will have no difficulty ab-
sorbing these additional missiles into its
armed forces.

The proposed sale of these missiles will not
alter the basic military balance in the re-
gion.

The prime contractor for the PAC-3 Sys-
tem will be Raytheon Corporation, Andover,
Massachusetts, and Lockheed-Martin, Dal-
las, Texas. There are no known offset agree-
ments proposed in connection with this po-
tential sale.

Implementation of this proposed program
will require additional contractor represent-
atives to travel to the UAE. It is not ex-
pected additional U.S. Government per-
sonnel will be required in country for an ex-
tended period of time.

There will be no adverse impact on U.S. de-
fense readiness as a result of this proposed
sale.

1. The PATRIOT Air Defense System con-
tains classified CONFIDENTIAL hardware
components, SECRET tactical software and
critical/sensitive technology. The Patriot
Advanced Capability—-(PAC-3) Missile Seg-
ment Enhancement (MSE) hardware is clas-
sified CONFIDENTIAL and the associated
launcher hardware is UNCLASSIFIED. The
PAC-3 MSE is a high velocity, hit-to-kill,
surface-to-air missile that provides critical
air and missile defense by intercepting and
destroying Tactical Ballistic Missiles (TBM),
Air-Breathing Threats (ABT), cruise mis-
siles, and Unmanned Aerial Systems (UAS).

2. The PAC-3 MSE sensitive/critical tech-
nology is primarily in the area of design and
production know-how and primarily inherent
in the design, development and/or manufac-
turing data related to certain components.
The list of components is classified CON-
FIDENTIAL.

3. Information on system performance ca-
pabilities, effectiveness, survivability, mis-
sile seeker capabilities, select software/soft-
ware documentation and test data are classi-
fied up to and including SECRET.

4. If a technologically advanced adversary
were to obtain knowledge of the hardware
and software elements, the information
could be used to develop countermeasures or
equivalent systems which might reduce sys-
tem effectiveness or be used in the develop-
ment of a system with similar or advanced
capabilities.

5. A determination has been made that the
Government of the UAE can provide substan-
tially the same degree of protection for the
sensitive technology being released as the
U.S. Government. This sale is necessary in
furtherance of the U.S. foreign policy and
national security objectives outlined in the
Policy Justification.

6. All defense articles and services listed in
this transmittal have been authorized for re-
lease and export to the United Arab Emir-
ates.

REMEMBERING DAMON J. KEITH

e Ms. STABENOW. Mr. President,
today I wish to pay tribute to the Hon-
orable Damon J. Keith, a civil rights
icon and one of the greatest jurists in
our Nation’s history.

Judge Keith was born on July 4, 1922,
in Detroit, to parents who had relo-
cated from Atlanta so his father could
work for $56 a day in a Ford Motor Com-
pany plant to create a better future for
their family.

Judge Keith’s father encouraged him
to attend college, and he went on to
graduate from West Virginia State Col-
lege, a historically Black college and
university, in 1943. Upon graduation, he
served his country in a segregated
Army unit during World War II.

After his military service, he re-
ceived his J.D. from Howard University
Law School in 1949, passed the Michi-
gan bar in 1950, married Dr. Rachel
Boone in 1953, and received his master
of laws degree from Wayne State Uni-
versity School of Law in 1956.

It was during his time at Howard
when Judge Keith found a mentor in
future Supreme Court Justice
Thurgood Marshall.
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
